Today the 22 delegates are expected 
finally to decide the next. steps to be 
taken to inform Egypt of the majority 
recommendations.

provides for the creation of an inter- 
national. body. to be set up after 
negotiations with Egypt. to operate, 
nvaintain, and develop the Canal. 


Watered-down Proposal 


This proposal, supported by 18 nations, 
is weaker than the original scheme. But 
to appease the wavering Bandung Powers 
present at. the conference, Mr. Dulles, the

Britain and France, agreed to accept a 
Pakistani amendment, which. the 


effect of watering-down the proposal and : 


leaving the status of the body to operate 
the Canal to be decided in consultation 
with Colonel Nasser. oe 

The proposal. by Mr. Menon. that 
Colonel Nasser should be allowed to run 
the Canal merely. with the aid of an 
advisory body of interested nations had 
little support—it was backed only by 
Russia, Indonesia. and Ceylon. But in 
this week of high drama Mr. Menon. 
who appeared to regard himself as a 
self-appointed mediator, has adopted 
delaying tactics in an attempt to secure 
the support of the previously uncom-

lifted. lt is learned that emigration from 
Tunisia is continuing at a. steady rate 
white. aliya from Algeria, formerly 
negligible, has spurted in recent months.

Tel Aviv was “ bombed” on Tues- 
day during realistic mock raids to test 
the city’s civil defence system.

Councillor Kahn then suggested 
that a larger number be invited, so as to 
make the delegation as widely representa- 
tive of the borough as possible, and the 
Moscew authorities agreed that ten repre- 
sematives should be invited.

be represented in the delegation by a 
person to he selected by the local 
gogues.

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"RELIGIOUS AID FOR YOUTH 
Work of the Peilim Movement 


GROUP ESTABLISHED IN BRITAIN 
RY 4 JEWISH CHRONICLE REPORTER 


Rabbi Sholom Mordecai Hacohen-Schwadron, who has spent some 
months in Britain on behalf of the Peilim movement—a voluntary 
religious organisation to assist newcomers in Israel, particularly from the 
Oriental countries—has completed his mission here and returned to 
Jerusalem last week. As a result of his visit, in the course of which he 
addressed Jewish congregations in London and the provinces, a Peilim 
Association of Great Britain was established with Rabbi Dr. L. Feucht- 
wanger as President and Mr. E. L. Zahn as Chairman. |

GUARDING COMMON 
HERITAGE 


The Swiss Council of Christians and 
Jews has issued an appeal to Christians 


jn all countries to evince their soli- 


darity with the State of Israel in the 
present grave situation with which she 
is confronted. 


The statement, after referring to 
Israel's magnificent economic achieve- 
ment in her eight years of Statehood, 
goes on: “Israel is the. most impor- 
tant refuge for those European Jews 
who have survived the extermination 
of two-thirds of their numbers. and of 
those Middle Eastern Jews who have 
been and are being driven out every- 
where from Arab territory. H 1s the 
new focus of the Jewish spirit to which 
humanity owes so much. It isa 
unique synthesis, in its own special 
way, of the eastern and western ways 
of life. It is a work for peace and 
co-operation in a positive and humani- 
tarian spirit. 


State’s Right to Exist 


The League: of Nations, as early as 
1922, recognised that the Jewish people 
had a right to make their home in Pales- 
iine. The Uniied Nations later ratified 
by a large majority the rightful existence 
of the State of Israel-and accepted her 
asa member. Nevertheless, this righi-to 
exist Is: being constantly chalienged by 
Israel’s.-neighbours, and thus from the 
day of her foundation she has been,- and 
sull is, menaced by a secret warfare which 
unceasingly threatens to destroy her. 

For us Christians, however, israel fs 
at one and the same time the name of 
the people chosen by the. one true God, 
ind the name of the Old Covenant with- 
out. which the: New could:.-not exist; it 
applies to the Jews dispersed all over the 
world, and to the promise made to them, 
This Jewish community has lived through- 
out the Christian era’ indissolub:y bound 
up with Christendom.

DISSUADING JEWS 
FROM LEAVING 


Communist Campaign 
in Poland

Jewish Communist. leaders in Poland 
have become most apprehensive at 
the growing number of applications by 
Jews for emigration to Israel and have, 


therefore, started a campaign to 
counteract this trend. So far the 
official Polish press . has ‘refrained 
from. publishing the Government's 
decision to permit Jews to leave 
Poland for Israel. 

The only way in which the news 


leaked out was through Israeli and 
other foreign broadcasts. Neverthe- 
less, the Jews, having learned about it. 
quickly made application for = exif 
permits, and among those who have 
applied for them are an increasing 
number of members. of the Com- 
munist Party—some have held Party 
cards for many years. | 

Obviously alarmed at this, the Fouks- 
SZTYME, in. a special ariicle by its edfior, 
Mr. Smolar, has tried to dissuade would- 
be. emigrants from leaving the country. 

At'a. recent meeting, he said, he was 
approached by a Jew who declared: “I 
have decided to apply for an exit permit 
to Israel ‘because I understand that the 
Polish Communist. Party and the régime 
are interested that Jews should leave the 
country. Such+a contention, declared 
Mr. Smolar, was false, and he went on 
to. that’ the Government's 
decision to permit Jews to leave was 
actuated not by political but by 
humanitarian. reasons.” Their desire 
was that families who had been paried 
for years: should now be able to be 
reunited.

PIONEER WORK OF 
A. ZARCHAN

| JERUSALEM 

The bald announcement made 
recently that the Israeli Ministry of 
Development is setting up a_ pilot 
plant to try out the “ Zarchan system 
of cold: distillaion™” for. desalting 
water, hides a long struggle for recog- 
nition by a Jewish electro-chemist 
and portends a revolution in dealing 
with irrigation and water problems. 

Alexander Zarchan, the man con- 
cerned. was born in Poltava, Ukraine, 
59 years ago. His. father. was a 
Jewish manufacturer. In the fashion 
of those days, Alexander received his 
early education in the cheder of 
which the teacher was the local rebbe. 
With the outbreak of the First World 
War his father was called upon by 
the Russian army to make. dried 
biscuits. Alexander came to the 
rescue in solving certain technical 
problems. involved and at the age of

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SUEZ DELAYS 


TT should not surprise anyone that 
there was a last-minute delay to the 
conclusion of the 22-nation confer-

PLANKS IN. 
PLATFORMS 


IN politics, as at railway stations, 
one departs from platforms, Every- 
one in America knows this, and 
yet every four years the queues form 
at Republican and Democratic Con- 
vention. headquarters, where plat- 
form committees sit solemnly while 
earnest citizens present their views 
and demands on subjects running 


the whole gamut from Agriculture 


to Zoology. Not the smallest of the 
delegations in the queues is that of 
the American Jews come to plead 
for “a strong plank on. Israel.” 


‘They have seldom walked. away 


empty-handed. After all; what is a. 


promise in return for “the Jewish 


vote” of more than five million ? 
But what happens after the elections 


4s another matter. 


The plank on Israel in the Demo- 
cratic platform was what. the 


American Jews wanted to hear: a 


pledge to help Israel to achieve 
economic stability and, better still, 
to supply her with defensive 


weapons to redress the balance of 
power in the Middle East.— 


The 
Republican plank, which has proved 
a disappointment to the Jews, is the 
more important, for it represents 
the viewpoint of the party in power, 
which, barring a major upset, which 
does not. appear on the cards, will 
remain in power. As such, it and 
the rest of the platform on foreign 
affairs must be considered a major 
policy statement bearing — the 
imprimatur of the American Secre- 
tary of State, who either drafted or 
approved each plank. There is no 
promise to Israel and to the 
American Jews of a redress of the 
balance of arms jn the Middle East 

an omission which can be taken 
to mean that the Republicans either 
believe that a cohesive Jewish vote 
on the question of Israel—or on 
any other question, for that matter 

is a myth, or that Mr. Eisenhower 


ean win even without the Jews. 


There is, however, an important 
statement within the plank which is 
directed towards Cairo and Damas- 
cus as much as to the American 
voter and which goes farther on the 
question of Israel's integrity than 
any other made by the Eisenhower 
Administration, It says: 

We regard the preservation of Israel 
as an. important. tenet . of: American 
foreign policy. 
the and- independence: of the 
Jewish State shall be mainiained. We 
shall support the independence of Israel 
against armed aggression.” 

That of course is good as far as 
it goes. But before there is general 
rejoicing a policy of wait-and-see 
should be recommended. If Mr, 
Dulles has something concrete to 
offer in the way of an international 
guarantee to Israel, it.is one thing ; 
if what he is referring to 1s another 
warmed-up version of the Tripartite 
Agreement, itis another. The inter- 
national. game that has made 
Colonel Nasser’s Suez coup possible 
has apparentiy not yet been played 
out. Until it is—tntil a settlement 
is obtained between al/ the States 
which have vital interests in the 
area——the danger of war there will 
not have been diminished. Neither 
a political platform nor an 
American election will change that 
fact. Meanwhile, Israel must live in 
insecurity and its friends and well- 
wishers continue to cry out in the 
widerness. 


SELICHOT 


DwuRInG this present month of 
Ellul it is the religious practice to 
make spiritual preparation for the 
approaching Yomim Noraim. In 
the synagogue liturgy this includes 

recital of special penitential 
prayers known as Selichort. The 


We are determined that — 


Sephardi ritual prescribes that these 
should be said during the forty days 
from the beginning of Ellul until 
Yom Kippur. According to the 
Ashkenazi practice they are first 
recited on the Sunday preceding 
Rosh Hashana, and it is the tradi- 
tion for the’ congregation to rise 
early and, if possible, say them 
before dawn. In some congrega- 
tions the ancient and impressive 
custom has been revived of first 
reciting them at midnight after the 
termination of the Sabbath before 
Rosh Hashana. The Selichot them- 
selves belong to the category of 
liturgical poems known as Piyyutim, 


usually being of intricate literary 


composition and replete with Bibli- 
cal references and Midrashic allu- 
sions. An edition with an English 
translation by David Asher was 
published in 1860, but it has long 
been out of print. Not only has no 
English translation therefore been 
generally available but none of the 
Hebrew texts published in_ recent 
years accords with the rite that has 
developed in Britain and Western 
Europe. Worshippers have not 
unnaturally complained that they 


have no standard text in which to 


follow the Selichot service, and no 


-English translation of prayers which 


are both unfamiliar and, for the 
most part, written in a complex and 
allusive style. This deficiency has 
now been remedied by an admirable 
and scholarly. production: “ The 
Authorised Selichot for the Whole 
Year,” translated and annotated by 
the Rev. Abraham Rosenfeld, with 
the sanction of the Chief Rabbi, and 
published by Messrs. I. Labworth 
(S51 Tudor Road, E.9) and Messrs. 
Williams, Lea (Worship Street, 
E.C.2), price 7s..6d. The usefulness 
of this book is not limited to this 
particular season of the year, and 
included in it is a special prayer to 
be recited on the Fast. of Tebet in 
memory of thd six million martyrs 
who perished\! during the Nazi 
régime. Gratitude is due not only 
to the learned Reader of the Finch- 
ley Synagogue but also to Mr. ‘E. 
Alec Colman and others who have 
generously sponsored its production 
and enabled it to be sold at so 


reasonable a price. 7 


BOWLS 
It would be difficult to find any 
branch of sport that has not now 


become widely cultivated in the

Danger of 


To the Editor of THe JewrsH CHRONICLE 


Sik,—Last September I wrote to you 
lodging a mild objection to a minor 
form of intolerance demonstrated by 
Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman towards 
After-the-Fast dances. You will 
recall that Dr. Lehrman alleged that 
these “disgraceful practices” were a 
“flagrant breach of. holiness” and 
should, therefore, be boycotted. 

Your report on the front page of last 
week's issue, headlined Holy War on 
Reform Jews,” is a frightening and sober 
example of just how far. religious 
intolerance within Judaism. can go if 
encouraged or allowed to flourish 
unchecked. 

Rabbi J. J. Halberstamm proclaims: 
“We are not afraid of the enemies 
around us, of the arms in their posses- 
sion, eétc., after the Jerusalem Municipal 
Council approved a motion to grant a 
permit to Professor Glueck to build an 
archeological institute. incorporating a 
chapel for holding Reform services. He 
stated that he was “ more afraid of Jews 
who imitate goyim than of the goyim 
themselves.” 

It is not they who should. be afraid. 
It is the Government of Israel; who 


should Heed the danger of these obstruc-: 


tionists who threaten ‘to paralyse through 
imernal strife the dynamic development 
of the Jewish State. Their fanatical 
intolerance is only exceeded by their 
blatant. hypocrisy. Jews who claim to 
adhere to the highest ideals of our great 
religion openly make fire on the Sabbath 
by the arson of vehicles driven by their 
noi-so-religious . fellow-Jews. How can 
such people .set themselves up as an 
example to the rest of the community 
when they indulge in such outrageous 
behaviour? 

The Jerusalem Municipal Council has 
struck the first blow for a general under- 
Sianding more in keeping with the 
enlightened age in which we live. They 
afe not prepared to allow a feversion to 
the days: when.a. man would be stoned 
io death for collecting firewood on the 
Sabbath... It is time that Rabbi Halber- 
Samm and friends. realised that. we 
are no Jonger living in an age where 
religion can be forced on anybody. After 
centuries of exile and suffering the Jewish 
people now have a State of their own, 
a country where any man can. be just as 
Orthodox as he wants to be. Live and let 
live should be our guiding ptinciple.- Let 
the Orthodox be Orthodox, and the 
Reform, Reform. If anything at all has 
been learned from the pogroms of recent 
years «should be demonstrated by the 
unity. of world Jewry fully behind a 
united: State of Israel: . The dangers of

among ourselves cannot be stressed too 
strongly. Tolerance is not only. the 
answer to our own special problems but 
the formula for the peaceful future. of 
our sorely: disunited world.

Dr. Fundaminsky has been success- 
ful in putting over the complexities of 
a first course in Hebrew grammar with 
a Simplicity that is at the same time 
orderly, lucid, and accurate.

FOUR COMMUNITIESIN RUSSIA—(2) 
The Sabbath in Leningrad 


Y first call on a Jewish 

community was naturally 

in Moscow itself. Here I 
did not go unaccompanied but as 
part of a small organised group, 
composed perhaps on the basis of 
my desire to meet Jews, but includ- 
ing Mr. Cedric Belfrage, the jour- 
nalist, the Birmingham Organiser 
of the. British-Soviet Friendship 
Society, and Mrs. Kulokowski, a 
woman of Jewish origin, who is a 
Vice-Chairman of the Moscow

Unfortunately, Rabbi Schlifer, 
the Chief Rabbi of Moscow, was 


away in Leningrad acting as host 


to American rabbis visiting the 
Soviet. Union. His deputy was ill, 
and so we were greeted by an elderly 
member of the congregation, who 
appeared to be a minister if not a 
fully qualified rabbi. 


He told us that there were between. 


300,000 and 400,000 Jews in Moscow, 
but could give no indication of how 
many were actually practising Jews. 
Yiddish, he said, was widely spoken 
in. Moscow, but. there were no 
Yiddish or Hebrew riewspapers. Per- 
haps his. most significant remark was 
the one that reads in my _ notes, “ We 
are Jews while in the synagogue, but 
also Russians, so when we are in 
the streets we are Russians.” He was 
at great pains to explain, so that there 


should be no misunderstanding, 


there was no. discrimination . against 
Jews and that they had equality of 
opportunity in every sphere, 

Jewish youth organisations did not 


exist. nor was there formal. Jewish 


education, but parents had the right 


{fo teach their children in the home, . 


and he was strong in his assertion that 
many young people were true to 


Judaism. He spoke of the facilities at 


the State bakeries for the preparation

Before jeaving Moscow I was 
among a crowd. of 90,000. who 
watched an Israeli football team play 
a Russian team, It was a thrill to 
hear the band play Hatikva and to 
know that. it would be heard through- 
out the Soviet Union through the 
broadcasting system. 

In Leningrad I met three Jewish 
medical students at the synagogue—

young man from Israel. 

The main. Leningrad synagogue 
was on the same site as a smaller one. 


We were given to understand that six 
of the original 67 synagogues in 
Leningrad still remained, Attendances 
on Shabbat are small because most 
people have to work on what is part 
of the six-day week. Religious 
observance is not considered an 
adequate reason for any special

On Shabbat morning kaddish was 
recited for my. mother and_ father, 
who came originally from Riga. The 
community presented me with a black 
lacquer jewel box as a souvenir of 
my visit. Everyone wished to give me 
messages to bring back, but it was 
impossible to talk individually to all 
who wanted to do so 

I told them about Jewish: life in 
Britain and about the achievements of 
Israel. of which thev knew little. some 
having the impression that the Jewish 
State only welcomed people who were 
rich.

Defence a Primary Concern

BARMITZVAH_ party on a 
Friday evening is perhaps 
a little unusual. But, then, 
so many things in Israel are, and 
when an invitation reached us from 
a neighbouring kibbutz to join in 
this. particular 
accepted it with enthusiasm. (I 
should, perhaps, explain that we 
were staying at the time in the 
north, almost under the shadow: of 
the range of hills that constitute 
the frontier between Israel and 
Lebanon.) 
On our arrival at the settlement 
we found the large dining-hall with 
a top table and long tables running 


the length of the hall: prepared with 
wine and cakes and decorated with . 


flowers: While the guests’ were 
assembling we had an opportunity 
of inspecting a display of the 
hobbies and handicrafts of the 
younger members of the com- 
munity.. There were some interest- 
ing. scrapbooks, whose .compilers 
had obviously enjoyed themselves 
in. reconstructing some. of the great 
stories of Biblical heroes. 


An Unusual Gathering 


By the time everyone had arrived 


there were nearly three hundred of 
us. The group, I was told by one 
of our hosts, had 120 members, with 
some fifty guests or people on trial 
for membership... There were 60 
children of members and 30 more 
adopted children. It was a group in 
which the families lived together— 
the children with their parents. 

And tonight 12 of these children, 
boys and girls. were celebrating their 
Barmitzvah. It was, as I have already 
said, all just a little unusual. This 
was not a “religious” group, and I 
could not help feeling that some of 
my Orthodox friends would have been 
very surprised and perhaps a little 
shocked at some of the mitzvot which 
these young people had been required 
to perform as part of their prepara- 
tion. Thus, for example, they had 
been expected to spend a day or two 
fending for themselves under camping 
conditions ; each of them had had to 
make a solo expedition to the nearest 
large town, spend a day there by him-

strength and the tragedy of Israel's 
present position that the phrase should 
come so readily to mind in this con- 
nection.

While it is no doubt true, as the 
report urges in another place, that“ the 
present deadlock could be broken 
of there was genuine readiness on 
the part of Governments and peoples 
directly concerned to take constructive 
steps involving some risk, even though 
the fact is, so 
far as the Arab side is concerned, 
there is simply no indication of any 
such “ genuine readiness.” In theory 
it 1s also possible, as the report con- 
tinues, “that the people and Govern- 
ment of Israel pill find their posjtion 
in the Middle Fast more acceptable 
and their expressed desire for peace 
more convincing if thev take the lead 
in this process.” But how and in what 
direction is that lead to be taken? 


Arab Refugee Problem 


Conversations had: with number 
of people while I was in Jerusalem 
satisfied me not only that the 
Government is understandably anxious 
Arab refugee 
problem, but is prepared to discuss 
Ways and means of bringing it about 
independently of and anterior to any 
general peace settlement. This, inci- 
dentally, represents a distinct advance 
on what | found five years ago. I 
believe, moreover, that the Govern- 
ment is prepared to be not only just 
but generous in the practical steps it 
is willing to take. But there seems 
little point in making offers to people 
who are not prepared —as yet at any 
rate—even to receive, let alone con- 
sider, them. 

And in the meantime the prepara- 
tion of children in a border kibbutz 
for their: Barmitzvah includes the 
teaching that Hagana has become the 
fourth foundation principle of Jewish 
life. Thus, while it may be a little 
unusual, # is no longer altogether sur- 
prising to the Oriental 
shepherd " walking or riding ahead of 
his flock, as 1 myself saw several, with 
a rifle shung across his shoulders. And 
when, a few davs later. I visited a kib- 
butz a few kilometres south-cast of 
the Gaza Strip, I was not at all sur-

but Auschwitz and Maidenek had made 
an. even more terrible impression on 
him. 

In 1948, he sent a letter to Mr. Bevin, 
the then Foreign Secretary, suggesting 4 
Christian Defence Force, drawn from 
Christians of ali nations and denomina- 


tions, to protect the Holy Places in 
Palestine. 
On the occasion. of 


the Catholig 
Centenary Celebrations in 1950, Cardin 
Griffin, in reply to the Chief Rabbi's 
message of good wishes, sent a telegram 
to Rabbi Brodie in the course of which 
he stated: “On behalf of the Catholics 
of England and Wales, 1 thank you from 
the botiom of my heart for your 
exceedingly kind message.” 

In 1952 the Archbishop. speaking at 
the opening of a new wing of the 
St. Andrew's (Roman Catholic) Hospital. 
Dollis Hill, London, expressed his 
gratification at the cordial relationship 
existing between the local Jewish 
community and the Hospital.

The American Secretary of State, Mr. Dulles, has informed the B'nai 
B'rith that the U.S.A. Government Will take “ formal diplomatic action

in an effort to curb Arab nations from imposing discriminatory restric- 
tions on American citizens of the Jewish faith. 


A Senate resolution approved 


last month, which described such 


discrimination as incompatible with American principles and demanded 
every reasonable effort by the Government to seek equal treatment abroad 
for its citizens. “has offered the Department of State the opportunity to 


continue its efforts to impress on the 
Arab States the sentiments of this 
country.” said Mr. Dulles in a letter 
to Mr. Philip M. Klutznick, President 
of the Bnai Bonith. 

The resolution, he added, had been 
circulated to U.S.A. missions in the 
Arab States where American repre- 
sentatives had been directed to take 
every appropriate opportumty to 
emphasise the principle of equality of 
all Americans. and to seek compliance 
with it by the Arab States. Stating

In 
considering this problem we are obliged 
to recognise that any attempt by this 
country to force our views on a foreign 
nation would be considéred intervention 
in the. domestic affairs of that nation 
and therefore greatly resented:”’ 

Mr. Dulles’s statement did not satisfy 
Mr. Klutznick: He told a meeting. of 
B'nai Brith officials that the emphasis 
in Mr. Dulles’s. statement on affirmative 
action by the State Department, . par- 
ticularly in reference to taking formal 
diplomatic. action if necessary. suggested 
an improvement in the Government's 
previous position in the matter.
